DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 14-33 are allowed. 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
does not render obvious a stiffened ring with concentric circles of cultivation lines and 
support lines in conjunction with a pass through tension line and crows feet for support. 
The type of supporting system with a buoyancy means, anchoring means, and crows 
feet, was found in Lobsiger et al. (US 6119630 A). However, a line running between the 
buoyancy means and anchoring means while bypassing the crows feet was not found. 
More specifically, an elongated support member (6) connecting the rings (9 and 10) of 
the crows feet was not able to be found. Nor was the use of two rings (2 and 23), one 
having a plastic external tube (26) covering the main ring structure (25), the other being 
of smaller diameter and in the same plane as the first, along with tensioning elements 
(24) to hold the rings together and the cultivation lines (21) in place.
